During the yea- 19 21, 57 persons were killed and 
283 injured in grade crossing accidents in the six 
western states served by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, according to a report made public by R. J. 
Clancy, assistant to the genera] manager. 
This is a slight relative increase over the casual­ 
ties for 19 20, despite the safety campaign ot the Com­ 
pany. 
Clancy in his report, shows however that had 
it not been for the tragedy of Proberta, Cal., where 13 
high school students were killed, the number of fatal­ 
ities for 19 21, correlated to the number of registered 
automobiles and locomotive miles for this year, would 
have shown a decrease of about I I per cent. 
In 186 instances 
instead of being 
struck by: 
trains, the automobiles ran into trains, primarily the! 
result ok approaching crossing 
at a spee<J so great 
that braking power was not sufficient to stop automo-i 
bile before hitting train, resulting in .our fatalities and; 
88 injuries. 
In 85 instances crossing gates lowered to protect 
them from train were run through and broken, and in 
eight instances crossing flagmen, warning autoists of 
approaching trains were run down and injuieo.

ness” ; that, too, wo wou ld wish 
for him—qu ick ness to respond 
to hu m an need. 
The Element of Time 
T he tim e-elem ent also plays 
an im p ortant p art in the p rocess 
of m ental digestion. W hen su r­ 
p rise ^was exp ressed at the su c­

Percep tu al k nowledge is lim ­ 
ited to the actu al attrib u tes of 
the p erceived object.

Dr. R itter em phasizes the fact 
that all chem ical action requ ires 
a certain am ou nt of tim e; that 
is, it tak es tim e for the actu al

Hence, when one attem p ts to

ou rselves the power of clairvoy- 
ancy. 
H aving followed m e thu s far, 
you ask If there are not Intelli­ 
gence tests that cou ld be u sed 
effectively to ascertain a pu pil’s 
m ental rating. Yes. bu t 
again 
those can tell u s nothing abou t 
the m ind except so far as we 
are able to give the resu lts 
a 
m ental interp retation. W hatever 
my sk ill and exp erience in that 
regard I wou ld Be sp eak ing of 
the static Jim m ie, not the dy­ 
namic one. Su ch, however, is the 
“scientific p rep ossession” of the 
A m erican m ind at the p resent 
tim e that 
psychological 
tests 
are 
coming 
to have 
a large 
place both in the 
theory 
anA 
p ractive of edu cation, and I 
t m- 
lieve there 
is good 
resu lting 
therefrom ; namely, the recogni­ 
tion of the u niqu eness of 
the 
individu al. The u se, however, of 
su ch tests for the classifying of 
children I deplore. T here is the 
p ity; children shou ld not ha*ve 
to be classified, as so m any ani­ 
mals. If they were not brou ght 
together in herds, then the need 
of 
segregation 
wodld 
never 
arise. 
Exp erim ental tests have to 
' 
w ith the past. They show w hat 
has been created, while edu ca­ 
tion look s to the fu tu re—w hat 
is creating. The setting u p of 
the right su p ra-centers of con­ 
sciou sness for the child is a far 
m ore vital m atter to my m ind 
than the determ ining of some 
su b-center that is wrong. Anal­ 
yze the night dream s of you r 
son, if you are Freu dian inclin­ 
ed, bu t do not forget his

dream s. It is throu gh them that 
he is going to rise to a higher 
consciou sness. C reatu re, albeit,

The first step, or first rank of a 
commissioned officer is climbing the 
first bar of the fence, and is denot­ 
ed by the one bar on a first lieu t­ 
enant’s shou lder. A nother step 
u p 
and the officer has his foot on the 
second b ar of the fence— the 
two 
bars su rm ou nted being indicated by 


I the tw o-bar m ark of the 
captain. 
The next stage of the climb u pw ard 
is the branches of the trees, and the 
rank of m ajor, denoted by the gold 
oak leaf on the shou lder, has been 
reached. 
In order to go higher the 
candidate for higher rank m u st now 
su rm ou nt the tall silver poplar, and 
when he has done so he is entitled!
